LICENSING    OF   DOGS 

Procuring.  Every  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  three  months 
old  or  over  shall  annually,  on  or  before  April  thirtieth,  cause  it 
to  be  registered,  numbered,  described  and  licensed  for  one 
year  from  the  first  day  of  the  ensuing  May,  in  the  office  of 
the  clerk  of  the  city  or  town  wherein  said  dog  is  kept,  and 
shall  cause  it  to  wear  around  its  neck  a  collar  distinctly  mark- 
ed with  its  owner's  name  and  bearing  attached  to  said  collar  a 
metal  tag  distinctly  marked  with  its  registered  number.  Said 
tag  shall  be  furnished  by  the  clerk  at  the  expense  of  the  city 
or  town  from  the  amount  received  from  dog  license  fees. 
Public  Laws,  Chapter  150,  Section  6. 

Part  of  Year.  An  owner  of  a  dog  may  at  any  time  have 
it  licensed  until  the  first  day  of  the  ensuing  May;  and  a  per- 
son becoming  the  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  not  duly  licensed, 
after  May  first,  shall  cause  it  to  be  registered,  numbered,  des- 
cribed and  licensed  as  provided  in  the  preceding  section.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board: 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools. 

Although  our  school  buildings  have  been  well  kept  up  by 
the  School  Board  there  are,  I  think,  a  few  facts  that  are  worthy 
of  consideration.  The  rooms  are  all  rather  small  and  will  seat 
conveniently  not  over  20  pupils  each.  Even  this  number  of  seats 
necessitates  some  being  placed  against  the  outside  wall  without 
any  aisle  along  the  outside  wall.  This  means  that  some  children 
have  to  sit  directly  under  a  window.  This  is  likely  to  result  in 
undesirable  drafts.  In  the  Primary  room  at  the  Center  this  year 
the  enrollment  was  at  the  start  22  pupils.  Extra  seats  had  to  be 
installed  although  there  really  was  not  enough  room.  The  crowd- 
ed condition  here  has  been  eased  a  little  by  a  decrease  in  enroll- 
ment (3  pupils).  If  we  should  have  a  fairly  large  first  grade  at 
the  Center  School  next  year  the  division  of  the  grades  between 
the  two  rooms  would  have  to  be  quite  different  from  the  usual 
practice. 

The  Maxfield  School  besides  being  small  is  inadequately 
lighted.  On  a  dark  day  the  situation  is  very  bad.  The  window 
area  is  about  one-fifth  of  the  floor  area.  This  ratio  is  really 
not  quite  large  enough  for  adequate  lighting.  Moreover,  half 
of  the  windows  are  in  the  rear  of  the  room.  Light  that  comes 
from  these  windows  is  not  very  effective  because  the  pupils  are 
really  in  their  own  light.  Electric  lights  are  really  needed  but 
none  are  available. 

There  are  usually  40-50  pupils  in  the  Springfield  schools. 
These  could,  of  course,  all  be  cared  for  in  one  building  with  two 
regular  sized  classrooms  (22  ft.  x  32  ft.). 

The  School  Board  is  to  be  commended  for  improving  the 
ventilation  of  the  school  rooms  as  far  as  possible  by  additional 
windows  and  window  ventilators.  It  is  also  very  helpful  to 
have  the  doors  and  some  of  the  windows  screened  in  the  fall  of 
the  year. 

It  happens  this  year  that  of  the  10  pupils  in  the  Maxfield 
School,  just  half  come  from  the  neighboring  town  of  Grafton.

It  seemed  fair,  therefore,  that  Grafton  and  Springfield  should 
share  equally  in  the  operating  expenses  of  Maxfield  School. 
This  was  accordingly  arranged  and  Grafton  School  District  is 
contributing  $517.00  this  year  toward  the  expenses  of  this 
school.  This  is,  of  course,  in  place  of  the  usual  tuition  paid  which 
is  $36.00  a  year  per  pupil. 

Mrs.  Marion  Heath  has  returned  this  year  to  the  Maxfield 
School  after  a  year's  leave  of  absence. 

Citizenship 

We  are  fully  alive  to  the  necessity  of  leading  pupils  to 
appreciate  the  blessings  of  democrac5^  Accordingly  emphasis  is 
being  placed  on  this  in  all  the  grades.  Historical  and  inspira- 
tional books  have  been  furnished  the  schools.  Through  stories, 
discussions,  dramatization,  and  current  events  the  pupils  are 
led  to  know  how  the  democratic  institutions  in  our  way  of  life 
have  developed.  We  are  trying  to  instill  correct  habits  and 
attitude. 

We  are  glad  to  acknowledge  with  sincere  appreciation  the 
gift  of  a  book  for  the  library  at  the  Center  School  by  Mr,  and 
Mrs.  Fairfax  Davis  Downey  in  memory  of  their  son,  Fairfax 
Eavis  Downey,  Jr.,  who  had  such  a  deep  love  for  "Adamsfort" 
and  West  Springfield,  The  book,  entitled  "Let's  Go  Out  Doors," 
-S  a  very  well  illustrated  description  of  some  of  the  outdoor  life 
that  we  see  all  around  us. 

The  successful  operation  of  the  schools  is  due  to  the  sound- 
judgment  of  the  School  Board,  the  effective  cooperation  of  the 
teachers,  and  the  faithful  work  of  the  janitors  who  make  it 
physically  possible  to  hold  school  sessions.
